Enrollment in these courses, 
which provided theoretical instruc- 
tion in the fundamentals of mili- 
tary training and tactics to the 
personnel of civilian components 
vf the army prior to their attending 
summer training camps for prac- 
tical instruction, is voluntary. Some 
1,500 otficers are assigned as in- 
structors. There are 19,837 re- 
serve officers and enlisted men and 
3,024 national guardsmen enrolled 
in the courses.

Senator Says ennertan En-| 
voy Paid $20,000 to Keep 
Countess Out. 


(By Associated Press.) 

The Senate was asked yesterday | 
by Senator Wheeler (Democrat), 
Montana, to investigate alleged ac- 
tivities by the Hungarian Minister 
to the United States to bring about 
the State Department’s recent ex- 
clusion from this country of the 
Countess Karolyi.

THE BALANCE OF TRADE. 


Notwithstanding the fact thut the balance 
of commodity trade between the United States | 
and foreign countries, for the twelve months | 
ending with December 31, 1925, was approxi- | 


mately $681,000,000 in favor of the United 
States, the balance of trade in January, 1926. 
was unfavorable to the United Stutes by about 
$15,000,000—the first time for vears. Im- 
ports of commodities for January reached 
ubout $414,000,000—the highest level in any 
one month for the last five years. 

The Department of Commerce gays ‘“‘the 
large volume of imports for Junuary reflects 
an advanced state of domestic prosperity, in- 
 dicating an increased demand by industrial 
plants for raw materials, reflecting in turn an 
increased domestic demand for manufactured 
products.” 

An adverse commodity balance of trade in- 
dicates that the United States is paying more 
for commodities than it receives. If continued 
uny length of years, the process becomes seri- 
ous; for no country can be prosperous when it 
. permanently buys more than it sells, 

But every annual commodity balance of 
trude is modified by exports and imports of 
gold, American expenditures ubroad/ foreign 
shipping charges, and American loans to for- 

' eign countries or industrials. These items last 
year amounted to something like $1,200,000,- 
000 net, with little to balance them. There- 
fore an adverse balance of trade in commodi- 
ties aguinst the United States, even for many 
millions, might be balanced by these four 
items. 

However, industrial prosperity might be 

_ checked by means of excessive imports of for- 
eign competitive commodities. They supplant

By the result of the 
division the house decides for or against 
the motion. 

It will be scen, therefore, that the gen- 
eral sense of the house can be obtained 
and enforced by a majority of the peers 
present.

house of lords, and that eventually it may 
learn to govern itself.

“T really don’t know. If you 
listen to some, it is that Latin is 
to be cast into oblivion.

This would result in the 
subordination of the classics to 
training the child in practical and 
social problems, and in practical af- 
fairs of “‘life.’’: Just how “life’’ 
should be taught the pupil, how- 
ever, has taken multifarious forms 
in the minds of various educators, 
it Was said. 

Revision Study Decided On. 


M. Alltucker, of 
association research division of 
Washington, when asked the atti- 
tude of the progressives toward the 
teaching of the classics, answered: 

“The purpose of the new move- 
ment is to teach Hfe.”’ 

The first hint of a conflict be- 
tween the conservatives and pro- 
eressives was broached in a discus- 
sion over the revision of the curric- 
ulum of the junior high school. 
The commission, at the meeting 
yesterday, voted to devote its work 
of revision chiefly to the junior 
high school during the. coming 
vear. 

Dr. Frank W. Ballou, superin- 
tendent of District schools, ap- 
peared at the beginning of the ses- 
sion, and advocated the appoint- 
ment of a committee for the work. 
The commission voted to appoifit in 
the near future a committee of five, 
who would in turn appoint subecom- 
mittees for each subject.

Army Air Plan Will Go 
To Congress Next Week 


A five-year program for the de- 
velopment of the army air service, 
which will equip it with more than 
1,000 planes and improve it propor- 
tionately with other branches of the 
army, Will be presented to the House 
military affairs committee next week 
by Secretary of ‘War Davis. 

Following the navy’s five-year 
aviation program the army plan is 
greatly influenced by that bill, but 
not so pretentious, it was indicated 
yesterday. It is said to be based 
upon the Lassiter board report, but 
not to be so radical in effecting im- 
provements. 

The proposed legislation was 
drafted at the War Department fol- 
lowing a careful and extensive study 
of all the testimony at recent avia- 
tion hearings. Secretary Davis, 
himself ordered the study to be 
made, and in it Maj. Gen. Mason M. 
Patrick, chief of the army air serv- 
ice, collaborated. with the other 
branches of the service. The prob- 
lem was to make it comprehensive 
enough to meet the needs of aviation 
and yet not so pretentious as to dis- 
courage its passage by Congress. 

The Lassiter board report propos- 
ed to improve thearmy air service by 
a 10-year program which would give 
the service 2,500 planes, 4,000 
ficers, 25,000 enlisted men, 2,500 fly-

The horse is the father of al] skates, 
save only the roller skate which 
yas surely sired by a wagon. 
“In their heyday the Vikings 
spent nearly all winter in preparing 
for spring excursions to the fat 
shores of England and France. All 
through the cold season the fjords 
of the Scandinavian peninsula were 
alive with  blond-headed, lithe-

» frozen surfaces between their 
homes and their ships frozen in 
fhe winter’s ice.

Fire-Worship in Modern Persia 


OST of the people in Persia 
M are Moslems and follow, at 
least to some extent, the 
teachings of Mohammed. There 
are, however, parts of the country 
where the people are mainly 
**Parsees.’’ 
Parsees are persons who believe 
in the ancient faith of Zoroaster, a 


about 3,000 years ago. This man, 
the Parsees say, once clothed him- 
self in pure white, and lay down to 
rest. For seven days, the story 
goes, he slept. When he awoke, he 
recited the faith which others should 
hold. His words were written down 
by his hearers and make up the 
sacred book known as the Avesta. 

In the Avesta people are taught 
to observe certain rules of morals, 
and they are told what will happen 
to men after death. The book also 
teaches the Parsees to treat fire as 
a holy thing. 

In one Persian city there are 30 
churches in which fire, or the spirit 
behind fire, is worshiped. In each 
‘church, the priests keep a lamp al- 
Ways burning. 

An English woman who lived in 
Persia for eight years tells how her 
Parsee servants refused to blow out 
candles when asked to do so. That 
was because they feared to stop a 
flame. Members of the faith are 
forbidden to smoke, lest the thought 
‘of fire should not be kept sacred. 

_ A good Parsee washes his hands 
_and face many times a day. This 


\is supposed to be done before and | 


after every prayer. 

Parsee girls ‘are married at an 
early age—often when only 12 or 
13. The wedding takes place at 
or after midnight, in the house of 
the bridegroom. Before the event,

An effective measure of pre- 
vention is dog control; registration 
of dogs; restriction on importation 
of dogs, and dog muzzling. Making 
dog biting reportable is a good pre- 
ventive measure. Well organized 
health departinents are now 
equipped 


in animals both before death and 
after.

If a dog is suspected of having 
hrdrophobia he should be confined 
and the facts reported to the health 
department, or to a veterinarian. If 


the dog dies his head should be cut 
off, wrapped in a cloth saturated 
with a formalin solution, and sent 
to a health department laboratory. 

Human beings who have been 
bitten by mad dogs can be protected 
by prompt vaccination. This can 
be done in a Pasteur institute or at 
home. 

I think there are one or two re- 
ports of recovery after the disease 
had developed, but that is not the 
rule.

Stocks Generally, However, 
Recede in Active, Nervous 
Market. 


COALL LOANS 5 PER CENT

' New York, Feb. 24.—Pricas de- 
clined after a series of rapidly shift- 
ing movements on the stock 6x. 
change today and numerous net 
losses, ranging from 1 to 4 points, 
were scored in the active list. while 
in a few instances declines ran up 
to 6 or 7 points. On the other 
hand, some few individual issues 
were decidedly strong under pool 
upbidding or for other special rea- 
s0ns, and registered substantial 
gains. 

The _erratic.price movements 
characterized a market nervous and 
considerably more active than the 
previous session. The turnover ap- 
proximated 1.825.000 shares. Pro- 
fessional operators continued to 
work at cross purposes with the re- 
sult that small traders were be- 
wildered by the rapid and sudden 
changing of the scales up and down. 
Im the end the bears had a diatinct 
advantage, as they succeeded in the 
afternoon in breaking through re- 
Sistance points of many securities. 

Money was very firm, the feature 
of that markét being a rise in the 
rates for time funds to 5 per cent 
for all dates running from 30 days 
to six months, a new high level for 
the year. That devélopment un- 
« doubtedly had some bearing on the 
stock market's distinctly downward 
trend in the last hour of trading. 
Call loans again renewed and ruled 
at 5 per cent. 

The most interesting development 
of the day, from a speculative point 
of view, was the trading in the rail- 
road shares. That long neglected 
group received much more than 
ordinary attention. It was reported 
the deeision in the Nickel Plate 
mérger case would be handed down 
during the day by the I. C. C. and 
that it would be favorable in the 
main. The response was that 
tradérs bid up the shares of the 
roads most concernéd in that deal. 
On the basis of this false report, 
Nickel Plate common was whirled 
up néarly 7 points and @losed 5 
points net higher; Chesapeake & 
Ohio jumped about 4, but reacted 
latér, finishing 1% net lower, and 
Erie first preferred gained more 
than 2% before it reacted. 

Other rails sympathetically ad- 
vanced with those leaders, Lacka- 

na, St. Loutis-South western, 
Webash, New York Central and 
Kansas City Southern selling 2 to 
3 .points higher and some of them 
holding part of their improvement. 
L. & N. closed 2% up. 

Industrials rallied with the rails 
and prices looked strong all around 
for the time being. 

Hiowever, the rally was rudely 
halted by a sudden break in At- 
lanta, Birmingham & Atlantic of 
about 4 points to a new low level 
for the year on a rumor that the 
road, now in the hands of a re- 
ceiver, would be aequired by the 
Atlantic Coast Line and that share- 
holders would be frozen out. di- 
narily a break in that stock would 
have been ignored. But in a market 
ag sensitive as the present one is, 
the slump was sufficient to unset~ 
tle prices all around. Numerous of 
the rails quickly lost their gains. 

In the meanwhile the whole in- 
dustrial division of the market 
slumped. Many stocks made new 
lows for the _ vear. Equipments 
were vulnerable. Both Baldwin 
Locomotive and American Locomo- 
tive sold down into new low ground 
for the year, but the former sub- 
sequently rallied sharply, closing 
18 uet higher. Other stocks 
which at one time or another reg- 
istered new ‘tow prices included 
Bethlehem Steel, on news that the 
company would issue $35,000,000 
additional preferred stock, and New 
York Canners, which broke on fail- 
ure of the directors to increase the 
dividend and closed 3% down 

American Woolen common and 
preferred were distinctly strong, 
the former gaining 2% and the lat- 
ter twice that amount. Both Pan- 
American Petroleum issues were 
bid up sharpiy. Hudson and Stude- 
baker were substantially higher 
among the motors, Third Avenue 
Elevated again rose, and United 
States Industrial Alcohol, Montana 
Power, Laclede Gas, California 
Packing and Remington Typewriter 
were other strong spots. 

Foreign exchange was irregular, 
with Japanese yen lower, sterling 
reacting to a new low for thé move- 
ment and French francs rallying 
about 3 _ points. Danish kroner 
vielded 5 points and Norwegian 
kroner broke 23 points.

TO GET ARCHITECTS 
GOVERNMENT NEED 


Engineers Also Are Wanted to 
Work on $165,000,000 Pub- 
lic Buildings Program. 


SALARIES AT ENTRANCE 
$2,400 AND $3,800 A YEAR 


No Examinations to Be Held, 
Candidates for 200 Posts 
to Be Rated on Experience. 


The United States civil service 
yesterday launched a campaign to 
recruit approximately 200 engineers 
and architects who will be needed 
in the office of the supervising 
architect of the Treasury upon the 
predicted passage of the $165,000,- 
000 public buildings bill now be- 
fore Congress. The entrance sala- 
ries for the positions will range be- 
‘tween $2,400 and $3,800 a year and 
higher galaried positions may be 
had through promotions. 

In launching this recruiting drive 
the commission announced that it 
would receive applications for the 
positions of architect, associate 
architects, assistant architects, as- 
sociate assistant architectural en- 
gineers, associate and assistant me- 
chanical engineers and _ associate 
and assistant structural engineers 
until April 30. The first rating of 


papers will begin on March 15, how- 
ever. 


Rating Without Examination. 


Competitors will not be required 
to report for examination at any 
place. The applicants for positions 
as architect and associate and as- 
sistant architect will be rated on 
education, training and experience 
and specimens of their work filed 
with applications. Applicants for 
the engineering positions will be 
rated on their education, training 
“und experience. 

The bill, the final passage of 
which is anticipated by this cam- 
paign, has been passed by the 
House of Representatives and has 
been favorably reported to the Sen- 
ate. 

It provides for the expenditure of 
$50,000,000 for public buildings in 
Washington and $100,000,000 for 
postoffices and other Federal build- 
ings throughott the United States 
and $15,000,000 to complete the 
1918 building program.

GIRL IS NOW IN POLAND 


| Lewis Friedman, wealthy Wash- 
ington realtor, who sought a writ 
of mandamus against Frank B. Kel- 
logg, Secretary of State, to compel 
Mr. Kellogg to direct the American 
consul at Warsaw to receive the ap- 
plication of his daughter Rosa for 
admission to the United States from 
Poland, will have to amend his bill 
and name as codefendants the com- 
missioner general of immigration 
and the Secretary of Labor, accord- 
ing to a ruling yesterday by Justice 
Hoehling in circuit court. 

Justice Hoehling intimated that 
he would issue the writ to require 
the proper officials to receive the 
application if Friedman amends his 
bill 

The plaintiff made a personal call 
on the American consul at Warsaw 
with a request that the consul visa 
a preference quota passport for the 
daughter, who was then under age. 
This happened in August, 1924, and 
Friedman was told, he stated, that 
by the time official Washington act- 
ed upon the application the girl 
would be of age and hence barred 
by the revised immigration laws. 

The court was asked to require 
Mr. Kellogg to instruct the consu! 
to receive the application now as 
of August, 1924. Not having any 
record of the application the Secre- 
tary declined to instruct the consul 
to receive the application that way, 
the evidence showed. 

Justice Hoehling found that 
Friedman did apply for a passport 
before his daughter became 21 years 
old, even if the American consulate 
had no record of his application. 


UNION BUS TERMINAL
